200 per cent in the production of to- 
bacco in Georgia, the report shows, 
The tobacco crop for 1923 is given 
as 11,237,000 pounds, while that of 
1924 was $1,201,000. 

An interesting situation is disclos- 
ed in the sweet potato crop, which 
Lrought approximately the same 
amount of money to the farmers, al- 
though the output was much lower 
in 1024 than the preceding year. In 
1923 the sweet potato preduction was 
11,508,000 bushels, while in 1924 this 
figure drypped to 8,704,000. The to- 
tal value of the erop for 1923 was 
$8,746,000, while for 1924 it was $s,- 
704,000. The average price per bush- 
el on December 1, of each year was, 
1923, 76 cents, while in 1924 it was 
$1.00. 

Cotton Shows Jump. 

Cotton production in 1924 was 1,- 
000,000 bales, with a value of $112,- 
UY00,000, while in 1923 the production 
was 038,236 bales with a value of 
The figures on cotton 
are taken from official cotton reports 
as.of December 1, and are estimated 
for the year 1924. 

Cotton seed ‘production in 1924 was 
approximately 500,000 tons, while in 
1925 it was 282,000 tons. 

Hay production in the state, both 

wild and tame, in 1924 was 465,000 
tons, while in 10923 it was 521,000 
tons. Only 4,000 tons of this increase 
was in wild hay. 
_ Sorghum syrup showed a sharp drop 
in amount produced, but an increase 
iy prices sufficient to make the total 
value of the crop gr.ater in 1924 than 
in 1923. Peanuts, apples, peaches, 
pears all showed large ‘increases in 
production while pecans showed a 
1924 crop less than 50 per cent in 
amount of the 1923 crop.

It is not so commonly known, how- 
ever, that Archibald Bullock, great- 
great-grandfether of President Roose- 
velt, Was one of the first patriots in 
‘the colony of Georgia and was the 
first chief executive of this state after 
the sighing of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. 

On more than one occasion, while 
in Savannah, Governor Bullock of- 
fered timely suggestions to the - Brit- 
ish parliament. He did not wait for 
news to come from Philadelphia, the 
seat of the federal governmen in 
those days, before he espoused the 
cause of liberty. ‘Two years in ad- 
vance of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence he was warning England of 
what might be expected in the west- 
ern hemisphere. if ‘reforms were much 
longer. delayed. 

The preliminary events which ush- 
ered in the American revolution found 
Archibald Bullock in the front of the 
great cause, but he was deburred from 

attending the Continental congress in 
1776, when the. members signed the 
immortal charter of freedom, -be- 
cause he happened at the time to he 
president of the executive council of 
Georgia. The reval governors having

He was appointed exactly one year 
later a delegate to represent Geor- 

a insthe Continental congress at 

hiladelphia, but before his commis- 
sion expired he was elected presi- 
dent of the executive council of Geor- 
gia and put in charge of state af- 
fairs. In 1776 he was again electad 
to the Continental congress. 


When news of. the bappenings in 
Philadelphia on July 4, 1776. reached 
Savannah, it was Mr. Bullock who 
proclaimed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence to the excited population, ne 
being the first man to read this pre- 
vious document in Georgia. 


To establish the direct line of gen- 
eology between Archibald Bullock; 
first chief executive of Georzia, and 
Theodore Roosevelt, late president of 
the United States, it is only neces- 
sary to know that the presicent’s 
mother was Martha Bullock. daughter 
vf Major James Stephen Bulloex. 
the grandson of Governor Archibald 
Bullock. 

During the early part of the last 
century, Major Bullock moved from 
the tide-water levels of the state to 
the upper foothills of the Piedmonts. 
locating at Roswell. 

It is also interesting in this con- 
nection to remember that it is an 
axiomatic truth that the mother not 
only imparts the formative touch but 
supplies in large measure the ances-

24 was an attack on the foes 
of unification by K. H. Wheeler of 
Blue Ridge in which he says: “On 
May 8 we held our. second quarterly 
con at Morganton and despite 


the fact that our pastor and the elder 


were hoth against us, we elected all 
the delegates in favor of unification. 


Then on May 10, without letting 


the friends of unification know any- 
thing about it, the pastor called a 
church conference. without notice to 
us, but they had the opposition all 
there and ready. It was so unex- 
pected that the friends of unification 
(or some of them did not know what 
Was being done) were not prepared.” 
* * * “Of course the opposition 
hia everything ready. cut and dried, 
and then out of a membership of 
about 110 they got 24 votes.” 


Report Misleading. 

This report is misleading. The 
getiarty conferencé came on Fri- 
, and the people could not, or 
Id not leave their work to at- 
tend. Bethel church was not repre- 
sented. Morganton. had two officials 
nt. If there is a member of 


either of these churches who favors 
unification I have not yet learned} 


who it is. There were seven present 


from Blue Ridge church, including 
the pastor. Brother Beam 
(ehairman of the board of stewards, 
and a Yoyal supporter of unifica- 
tion) was instrumental in getting all 
of these there save one, and two 
of the seven (church secretary and 
chairman social service committee) 
had never attended a quarterly con- 
ference before, end one of these who 
is an opponent of the plan, for lack 
of information. voted for a delegate 
who favers the plen. Alse Brother 

ot Be ogers, who was nominated 
to oppose the plan, throuch courtesy 
to his opponent voted for him.’ R. 
H, Wheeler and J. R. Willis were 
nominees favoring. the plan. Both 
voted for themselves. The count wa« 
three against and five for on both 
Shallots. (A sweeping victory for 
unification ?) 

“On May 10. without letting the 
friends of unification know anything

Conference Called. 

According to the discipline, a 
church conference “may b> held at any 
time most convenient for assembling 
the greatest number of members.” 
May 10 happened to be the second 
Sunday in our revival meeting. It 
was Mothers’ Gay and had also been 
set apart as a day for baptizing the 
babies. Consequently, no greater num- 
ber of members have been present at 
any one service since I have been 
here. The conference was not an- 
nounced because I did not decide to 
call it until after the service Friday 
night, ner does the law reyuire it. But 
it Was not such a surprise to the 
friends of .whification as Brother 
Wheeler would make it appear, for 
on Saturday Brother Bean went to 
Miss Elizabeth Hackney (an opponent 
to unification) and said “I do not 
know but I am expecting a church 
conference to be called tomorrow, do 
you know?” to which Miss Hackney 
replied “I am not sure, but [ have an 
idea it will.” (I had told Miss Hack- 
ney Friday night that I had not set- 
tled it, but thought I would call it 
Sunday morning.) Brother Béam 
warned Brother Wheeler that it was 
coming at the 11 o’clock hour and 
Rrether Wheeler asked Brother Beam 


to make a motion to postpone the 
conference till a later date. 

Again, Brother Wheeler said: “It 
was so unexpected that the friends of 
unification (or some of them did not 
'know what was being done) and were 
not prepared.” Brother Beam spent 
about 18 minutes of the preaching 
hour telling them what was being 
done and plead with them to “keep 
their seats like they were glued to 
them when the vote vas taken.” 

Large Majority. : 

“Out of a membership of about 110 
they got 24 votes,” he said. “A large 
majority?’ Yes, I consider it a large 
majority, since the preponents only 
get 11 votes.on one count and 10 on 
the other. and three of rthese in both 
cases were children, their ages re- 
spectively are 9, 11 and 12 years. 
There are 30 non-resident 1sembers on 
roll, this leaves a total of about 45 
resident members, who did not vote. 
Many of these were present and had 
a chance to vote, but for political 
reasons, family connections, etc., did 
not vote on the question. have 
polled the resident membership on the 
question of unification this week and 
vive you, here the results: 

Against unifieation, 52; for unifi- 
cation, 26; neutral, 3 

I have been unable to get in touch 
with a very few of the members and 
have voted them either for or against, 
according to previous statements 
from them on the subject. 

Jones Is Opponent. 

Brother Wheeler would make cap- 
ital of. the fact that Brother H. H. 
Jones. our presiding elder, who was 
preaching for us in the revival. is 
an oppovent of the “plan,” “not 
knowing whether he was here to save 
souls or to save us from rushing into 
the arms of the northern Methodists.” 
Regardless of the mission of Brother 
Jones, God used him in the saving of 
eight souls, one of whom is a daugh- 
ter of Brother Wheeler. But, strange 
to sav. he forgot to mention the fact 
that Brother M. D. Perry, pastor at 
Blairsville, who led the singing, is a 
strong advocate for the “plan.” 

Brother Wheeler charges again: 
“The pastor had:his car out before 
the meeting hauling their votes in.” 
Yes, I sent my car about a mile out 
of town for an old lady, 82 years old, 
a saint on earthy and her daughter 
and family with whom she lives came 
with her. I have sent my car, or 
taken it myself, for these people 
about half a dozen times before. But 
again, strange to say, no one seemed 
to fotice it till these good people 
voted against unifi¢ation. Jt has 
been my practice here and elsewhere 
to carry old people and shut-ins to 
church and I shall continue the prac- 
tice.

Need ot Unitication 
In Oklahoma Is Seen 


The following is published at the re- 
quest of the Friends of Unificution: 


REV. SIDNEY H. BABCOCK. D. D. 

Unification is the only way by 
which we can build a vigorous Meth- 
odism that will command the respect 
of the people. 

It is a life-or-death case with us in 
Oklahoma. If the two churches 
must continue to fight for this field, 


there are three thinKable conclusions: 

1. Southern Methodism will drive 
rye Hecaaneee Episeopal church off the 
ield, 

2. The Methodist Episcopal church 
will gradually supplant the Southern 
church. 

3. The two churches will continue 
on the field with varying success or 
failure. 

As to the first, let me say frank- 
ly and positively that it will never be 
done, The Methodist Episcopal church 
is a high-minded, powerful organiza- 
tion. It is firmly rooted in this ter- 
ritory and is here to stay for all time 
to come, 

As to the second, it is more than 
possible; it is highly probable. They 
have already driven Southern Meth- 
odism out of practieally all of north- 
ern Oklahoma, and they now exclu- 
sively occupy a large part of West Ok- 
Jahoma. They also now have strong 
churches east and south in Oklahoma. 
There was a time when Southern 
Methodism occupied all of Oklahoma 
and stretched as far west as Montana, 
and we looked upon this territory as 
exclusively ours. , It is not so today. 
There are vast stretches, including 
large cities, where we formerly were 
and are not. 

Times Change. 
There was a time when Southern 
Methodist church was the stronge 
church in Oklahoma numerically an 
otherwise. It is not so today. 

Back of the Methodist Episcopal 
church in Oklahoma is the greatest 
single Protestant force on earth. They 
outnumber our own Methodism two to 
one, They have far more wealth, 
The immigration from the north is 
all in their favor. The pepole from 
the north pour into Oklahoma on every 
train. The immigration from the 
south is not nearly so large. ‘These 
Methodists from the north are_ag- 
gressive; they are faithful to their 
church. My own conviction is that 
in a contest the larger church will 
gradually win, 

If unification fails, the third con- 
clusion mentioned above will no doubt 
for a long time obtain. Such a re- 
silt is an unpleasant contemplation. 
No doubt there are some in both 
churches who will hold on and fight 
on. There can be but one result of 
such an unholy fight—namey, Meth- 
odism will lose the respect of the 
people. No. high-minded preacher 
wantg to continue this fight. What 
great preacher with a lofty pret 
wants to live his life in an unholy 
struggle against his own brothers? 
Who wants to predicate his ministry 
on prejudice, sectionalism, and tradi- 
tions of a period of bloody ¢onflict? 
No real preacher is going to .long 
stand for that sort cf thing. 

Struggle Is Seen. 

The result will be that Methodism 
on the border will have only the 
preachers who have failed elsewhere. 
The churches will be small, struggling 
affairs. The people will have no 
respect for them. Some other church 
will take our crown. ‘This is what is 
slowly but surely taking place right 
now under our present system of 
building altar against altar. ‘To con- 
tinue such a program would be void of 
common sense, yoid of Christian prin- 
ciple, and void of every high religious 
purpose. Surelv the Christian con- 
sciousness of Southern Methodism will 
meet the Christian consciousness of 
our sister church and put an end to 
this unholy strife. 

The proposed plan of unification 
will exactly and completely solve our 
problem and help us to make the 
greatest religious force in all the west. 

It solves exactly our problem be- 
cause : 

1. It actually makes one church, 
thereby removing all cause or excuse 
for contention. ate 

2 It creates two _ jurisdictions, 
thereby enabling both churches to con- 
serve all that is best in either church. 

3. It enables us to immediately and 
without frictiod combine our forces 
wherever they ought to be combined. 
That this will be done with commenda- 
ble care and speed is as certain as 
God is in heaven and common sense 
is still to be found in humankind. 
Because the plan makes these adjust- 
ments voluntary, letting each person 
or body or persons act for themselves, 
relieves any possibility of friction or 
diseccntent. Genius could not have 
devised a more effective plan to ex- 
actly solve our problem. : 

It compl solyes our problem 
because the problem will be dome away 
forever. Oh, there may be here and 
there come riva or even jealousy 
on the part of DE age ee peg But 
such will be purely local or personal. 
It will not be the combined conscious- 
ness of powerful organizstions, thrown 
one against the others, contending for 
the same field, the inevitable con- 

which be the 


Py oe 


No, that old problem will be, thank. 


God, forever solved. 

This plan of unification will be of 
immense financial and spirittial bene- 
ft to the church of the old south, and 
absolutely no injury whatever can 
come to the Southern church. 

How could this unification injure 
the old south? The ery of absorption 
is heard. Pray tell me how. Will 
any church or congregation be bodily 
picked up ond mixed with other con- 
gregations? Certainly not where only 
one Methodist church exists. Both 
property and people remain undis- 
turbed in any way, save as they them 
selves shall determine. 

Thé modernism ofthe north will 
ruin our church, [ hear. That ques- 
tion is entirely separate and distinct 
from the question of unification. A 
man may be a modernist as far as the- 
ology is concerned and yet oppose uni- 
fication, or he may be a fundamental- 
ist and favorit. If you were to poll 
Southern Methodism, you might find 
a great many modern men ifm it. I 
have heard of at least one modern 
scholar among us who fs opposed to 
unification. I know a great num- 
ber of men who earnestly contend 
for “the faith once delivered” who 
favor unification. The effort to ins 
ject modernism inte this issue is un- 
called for. - 

The race problem {fs urged. again&® 
this plan. No one minimizes the se 
riousness of the race problem. But 
its seriousness is not involved: in this 
plan of unification, The negro re- 
mains just where he has always been 
as far as the church is concerned. 

Fight Means Danger. 

There is far more danger in per- 
petuating contention among the white 
Methodists than there is in the negro 
problem. 

The old south has nothing to fear in 
this plan. It has everything to gain, 
Large funds spent in fighting a losing 
battle will be immediately released for 
productive missionary gctivity.. Think 
of the great spiritual power a united 


Methodism will be in the world. The 


world needs the power of a united 
Methodism this is no time to beat 
tom-tems, wave bloody shirts, and try 
to arouse sectional prejudices. The 
world’s cry is for peace. There could 
be no more propitious hour than this 
for Methodism to unite. Our Southern 
church; great as it is, cannot all alone 
answer the heart ery of all the world. 
A united Methodism will be hard

First, every child should have the oppor- 
tunity to come in contact with what we 
eall the forces. of nature. ery child 
must understand water—how to swim, how 
to enjoy all that the great of 
water makes For hundreds and 
thousands of t

of natures We are learning to 
with these forces. mn no longer fears 
electricity, but he uses it; no longer 
rightened by the wind, but cooperates 
with it te br about his will and parpees: 
no longer worships the sun, but izes its 
heat and power. Summer education for our 
children should show them this cooperation 
with the forces of nature. 

Second, summer education should teach 
the child the relationship to the plant 
world; te know trees; to understand how 
vegetables and fruits grow; to study the 
flowers; to be acquainted with the flora 
of his native land, and to know the uses of 
the entire vegetable and plant world. This 
type of work will not only give the child 
knowledge and pleasant occupation, but 
will cause bim to.be adjusted te the life 
that he must hive. 

In the third place, summer education should 
consist of the knowledge of animal life, 
For thousands of years, man dealt adverse- 
ly with the animal life of the globe. He 
hunted it, killed it, used it for bis meat, 
and in many ways destroyed it. Many of 
these processes are still going on. Whether 
right or wrong, they have been the form 
of orderly development of the human mind. 
The best type of summer education will 
acquaint the boy or girl with this re- 
lationship to animal life, beginning with 
the worm under his foot, or the smallest 
insect that buzzes about hia head. . He 
should know and .ynderstand the whole 
eycle of animal life,”both as to how he or 
she should cooperate with it, and how he 
or she should utilize it for the good of his 
fellow man. What a pity that every boy 
does not have an ox and every girl a pony. 
A part of every child’s education must be 
his relationship to the animal kingdom. 

In the last place, let us make the sum- 
mer education conducive to the physical and 
moral growth of our boys and giris.

Plans for construction of the first 
of three units of the greater Georgia

Drawings for the new unit are now 
being completed by Burge & Stevens, 
architects, and contracts for the con- 
struction are expected to be let during 
the summer. Work will begin in the 
early fall, officials announced. 

A fund of $300,000 already is 
available for the work, according to 
announcement, and a campaign to 
raise $200,000 will be launched early 
in October. An educational drive pre- 
ceding the campaign for additional 
funds will be conducted during the 
month of September, Dr. Cree said. 
Leading Baptists from many parts of 
the country will be invited to attend 
a great mass meeting at which ground 
will be broken for the new structure.

One aspect of the Canton situation 
which attracts attention here is the 
possible effect it will have in precipi- 
tating the larger civil war between 
Chang-Tso-Lin and Feng-Yu-Hsing, 
which has been indicated in official 
advices as awaiting only some criti- 
cal development to bring the strug- 
gle out into the open. A radical vic- 
tory at Canton, it is felt here, might 
compel Chang, the Manchurian war 
lord, who is opposing Russian domina- 
tion of China, to turn his attention 
in that direction and probably cause 
Feng, because of his reliance on Mos- 
cow for support, to reach an open 
break with Chang. . 

Boycott Is Spreading, 

The Canton developments for the 
moment diverted attention from the 
anti-foreign boycott’ situation at 
Shanghai, which apparently had set- 
tled down to economic. pressure 
against foreign residents, rioting hav- 
ing been suppressed by the police and 
volunteers, and _ bluejackets from 
American, Italian and British ships 
having arrived to guard essential utili- 
ties. 

A messagé today from Consul 
Weber at Hamoi, however, said a stu- 
dent demonstration and a one-day 
strike had been staged there under 
the leadership of Shanghai agitators. 
The message added that an anti-for- 
eign boycott, similar to that which

ITALIANS TO PROBE 
SHANGHAI OUTBREAK. 

Peking, June 6.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.)—The decision to send a 
diplomatic delegation of five secre- 
taries of foreign legations at Shanghai 
to report regarding recent shootings 
was announced in a note which thé 
Italian: minister, Vitterio Cerruti, ad- 
dressed today to the Chinese govern- 
ment in behalf of himself and his di- 
plomatie colleagues. Elbridge Gerry 
ireene, first secretary of the Ameri- 
ran legation in Peking; will be the 
United States’ representative. 

“While making the comment that 
information received by the Chinese 
government is incomplete, since it 
does not mention several attacks upon 
foreigners, my colleagues and I pre- 
fer to reserve judgment until the ar- 
rival of additional information,” de- 
clares the note, which is a reply to 
the Chinese government's protest re- 
gardi ¢: foreign activities in the 
Shanghai disturbances. 

“To that end the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives concerned have decided 
to send to Shanghai without delay a 
delegation to study the situation on 
the spot and report back,” continues 
the communitation. 


SHANGHAI SITUATION 
STILL IS UNCHANGED. 

San Francisco, June 6.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —War in southern 
China shared interest in the Chinese 
situation with the anti-foreign dis- 
turbances which’ for the past week 
have made the foreign settlements of 
Shanghai an armed and guarded city. 

Approximately 16,000 Yunnanese 
troops, controlling the city of Can- 
ton, center of populous Kwang Tung 
province, were reported preparing for 
battle with some 10,000 troops fa- 
vorable ‘to the Kuonsiatung, the late 
Dr. Sun Yat-Sen’s peoples’ party. 
Foreigners in Canton were warned to 
leave the suburbs of the city and the 
foreign settlement at Shameen, an 
island near Canton, prepared for 
emergencies, believing hostilities be- 
tween the Chinese armies imminent. 

The situation in Shanghai was un- 
changed over that of the previous 
Troops, police and the yolun- 
| teer corps kept order, while anti- 
‘foreign agitators continued their ef- 
forts to force all foreign employed 
' Chinese to quit work. The municipal 
council decided to fight propaganda 
| With propaganda, and ordered issued 
large posters stating the foreigners’ 
side of the present controversy. - The 
anti-foreign agitators are demanding 
abolishment of special privileges ac- 
corded foreigners, especially those 
dealing with separate foreign courts. 
The strike of Chinese workers is in- 
tended to starve out the foreigners 
and force them to leave the country.

automobile accident eecurring in At- 
lanta,” Captain Gordon said. ‘This 
is the first time in two: years this 
has happened. The serious accidents 
in which people lost their lives in that 
month occurred outside the city lim- 
its where city traffic laws are not in 
effect.” 

Perhaps the greatest danger men- 
ace to life and limb in Atlanta today 
is the intoxicated. driver of an auto- 
mobile, in the opinion of Captain 
Gordon. 

“The intoxicated man is absolutely 
irresponsible, ” Captain Gordon ex- 
plained. “His mind and vision are 
distorted. He’ does not realize the 
high speed his car is making. In 
times of danger his faculties are 
clouded and he cannot handle his car 
well enough to avoid accident. The 
public needs education on this line 
and the intoxicated men need to be 
punished to the limit of the law. 
Many drivers start on a trip sober 
and end up drunk. The habitual 
drinker should not drive an automo- 
bile at all” 

“Jay Walkers” Blamed. 

Captain Gordon cited the “jay 
walkers” as being responsible for 
many accidents. 

“They will violate traffie regula- 
tions in crossing streets: and’ thus 
bring danger even to careful automo- 
bile drivers. Many of these careful 
drivers try to avoid striking a “‘jay- 
walking” pedestrian ang his other 
persons standing near. We have 
carefully marked out the crossings in 
white lines and it is easy for the 
pedestrian to observe traffic laws if 
he will only give the matter a lit- 
tle thought.” 

“Speeders” came next under Cap- 
tain Gordon's ban. 

“The speeder is another great men- 
ace,’ he said. “Most of them think 
the speed law was made for the other 
fellow. The sppeder often causes a 
eareful driver to swing his automobile 
into a curb or telephone pole. The 
speeder is going at such a high rate 
that this accident usually costs a 
frightful and tragic toll. Judge A. 
W. Callaway and Judge Murphy M. 
Holloway, city recorders, are not 
sparing the speeders. 
one speeder was fined $100 and sen- 
tenced to 30 daya in jail.” 

Captain Gordon said intoxicated 
drivers are not only fined, but in 
many cases bound over by the record- 
era to await possible indictment by 
the grand jury. 

Officers Needed. 

Atlanta needs additional traffic 
officers and also needs additional 
traffic signs and there should be a 
readjustment of some of the non- 
parking zones, but these changes will 
come a in the opinion of 
Captain Rope 

“The Boulevard stops are of won- 
derful value in’ prewenting aeci- 
dents, ”" Captain Go.tlon§ declared.

Mrs. LeGette showed that there 
were but 50 accidents in May caused 
by attomobiles and these were almost 
all of a minor nature. 

“No person was killed in any au- 
tomobile accident occurring in the 
city limits in May and this is the 
first month in the two years I have 
served as secretary that we have gone 
through a whole month without ac- 
cident,” she said, 

Mrs. LeGette said the number of 
cases of intoxicated drivers is in- 
creasing. There were 35 such cases 
docketed in May, averaging more than 
one a day.

They were too 
lenient. Gradually the news leaked 
out that the courts weren’t backing 
the police and the accidents began to 
mount again. The judges are lax and 
so is public opinion,” 

“Who.is directly to blame for mo- 
tor accidents,” I asked, “the driver 
or the pedestrian ?”’ 

“The driver—seventy-five per, cent 
of the times And two-thirds of our 
accidents are due to speed. Speed is 
the chief cause of accidents in any 
city and in facet any place. Chicago 
has very few.- accidents in our con- 
gested business districts because traé- 
fic moves so slowly. It is in the out- 
skirts and at the intersections that 
the death tolls pile uy.” 

“How do you suggest cutting down 
speed?” I asked. 

“"‘Dhere are three solutions, to my 
mind, and all of them are necessary. 
First. a strict and rigid adherence tv 
a twenty mile speed iimit; second, a 
more thorough examination of * all 
drivers; and, finally, the ‘testing of 
brakes. I am strong for the law they 
have in Massachusetts. They have 
an instrument called the decelermeter, 
by which they measure the number of 
feet a cal travels befote the brakes 
bring it to a stop. Massachusetts high- 
way inspectors can stop a car any 
place. pot on this instrument, and try 
out the brakes. After all, the brakes 
are the most important part of a car 
when it eomes to accident preven- 
tion.” 

Would Abolish Parking. 

“Do you favor a system of pedes- 
trian traffic regulation such as used 
m Los Angeles?’ 

@No, our sidewalks are too con- 
gested. But this eondition is grad- 
ually taking care of itself. Business 
is moving up toward the north shore. 
A city is like a glass of water. If 
you add water to it drop by drop, 
after a certain point it will run over. 
In the same way when people become 
so crowded that it is not comfortable 
or profitable for them to live in a 
city, they flow out to the edges 

Chicago at present is so crowded 
in the Loop that I am in favor of 
abolishing all parking in that sec- 
tion. F 

“Do you think that pedestrian .tun- 
nels will reduce automobile acci- 
dents?”

Unique Experiment. 
From Chicago I went to Los Ange-

Other cities have 
attempted to regulate pedestrians at

IN NEW SOUTH WALES 


Sydney, Australia, June 6.—The 
jabor party again is in office in New 
South Wales as a result of the gen- 
eral election last Saturday. Earlier 
in the week there appeared to be some 
doubt as to victory.

Much has been said and written re- 
carding the idiosyneracies of the 
Seotch race and many are the stories 
told of the economies effected by 
these hardy people, but it remained 
for two Scotch engineers to carry this 
alleced trait of economy to the de- 
signing of an atomobile engine.

Badge Tests Should . 
Be Placed in Schools. 


Mrs. Guy Wells, state chairman of 
social standards and recreation, gives 
the following reasons why the badge 
tests should be placed in the public 
schuvols: Every il and boy should 
be physically efficient. The first es- 
sential in performing the duties of a 
citizen is physical fitness. : 

The athletic badge tests give all an 
opportunity to find their muscular 
strength and develop it. 


These tests develop a well-rounded 
efficiency. There are four events un- 
der each head, namely, running, 
jumping, throwing and climbing, all 
of which must be passed by a boy 
before he may wear the badge or pin. 
The girls’ tests include runn bait 
throwing, balancing and 
goal throw, which trains for gree 
athletics.. The ba lancing test 
posture and gives poise. 

The pins, especially devised for each 
test, made of bronze and picture a 
hurdler in relief. Every child takes 
a pride in wearing these pins, which 
stand for physical efficiency. 

The places where these tests have 
been put on the children, have been 
known to te hese in physical effi- 
ciency as much at 30 per cent. Pins 
may had free for high se stu- 
dents from Dr. Joseph Stewart, Uni- 
versity of Georgia.

DRY WEATHER'S CALL. 
The present excessively dry sea- 
son is regrettable in many ways. It 
is damaging <ecrn, and is injurious 
to fruits and vegetables. As yet it! 
is doing ‘ittle damage to cotton. It 
will, of course, if it-develops into 2 
real drouth, but let us hope that 
this wiil not be the case. At any 
rate conditions so far do not war- 
rant any general pessimism. Local 
showers are“occtitring in many Sec- | 
tions. To ftllustrate there was a 
veritable cloud-burst in Habersham 
and Stephens, and sections of ad- 
joining counties two or three days 
ago. 

The greatest cause for apprehen- 
sion at ‘this hour is the misunde-;- 
standing as to the relationship of 
dry weather to the boll weevil. if 
we have a normal growing season—.

Wernicke, is general chairman of 
the organization committee. He is 


one of Amefics’s most successful 
business men, who is now living at 
Gull Point, Fjorida, and is exten- 
sively interested in pine progucts in- 
dustries. He is unselfishly deter- 
mined to stimulate the material 


reforestation, conservation and the 
development of the pulp industry 
and other industries to absorb 
wastes, the most potential possibili- 
ties along this line. 

Mr. Wernicke has the hearty co- 
operation of many of the south’s 
leaders in the pine products indus- 
tries, and of the press and public- 
spirited citizens generally. 

The inception of the Pine Insti- 
tute of America came from the need 
among naval stores and pine prod- 
ucts men for a trade association. 

In 1924 a “get-together conferences 
put the matter in the hands of a 
committee. The committee quickly 
realized that effective organization 
demanded far more than a structure 
of the usual type. Their work re- 
sulted in a plan for a purely indus- 
trial organization, yet on such a 
scale, and involving such large pub- 
lic problems, that it really ceases 
to be a trade affair, but one of pub- 
lic concern. 

The institute seems to have seized 
the imagination of the south as rep- 
resented by the editors of a number 
of newspapers. | 

The membership and the control 
of the institute are divided among 
classes. Each class represents some 
important section of the industry, 
such as land owners, turpentine 
farmers, etc. The committee created 
one class for the general public, that 
is, bankers, consumers and others 
interested, but mot a part. of the 
pine: industry directly. 

The committee no doubt did this 
without thinking of it as a new 
thing, or as indicating a significant 
spirit in the industry. The depart- 
ment of commerce at Washington 
observed it promptly, however, and 
was pleased to point it out and 
praise it. | 

A striking aspect of the tove 
ment is its. happy illustration of the 
real vitality of the south. It is 
southern. It is distinctive. it is the 
south seizing its own problems and 
turning them into magnificent ad- 
vantages. Nowhere -else in America 
has such forceful purpose been put 
into genuine action for the reclama- 
tion of natural resources on a large 
scale. This is the ancient, dominat~- 
ing spirit which founded and ‘Built 
America. It reappears appropriately 
in the section of the country wher 
the old American strain survives 
most purely. By such things we 
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is planned so that organized skill 
can give guidance and added force 
to existing activities im the direc- 
tion of its. purposes. Conflict, or 
duplication in matters better served 
elsewhere, is studiously avoided. 
No adequate central agency exists 
now, however, which coordinates 
and makes available the splendid 
achivements of governmental ana 
private accumulations of knowledge 
respecting the industry. The inst:- 
tute will fill this need. 

If unorganized efforts and out-of- 


hand study of conditions were sut-} 


ficient no demand for the institute 
would exist. Circumstances prove 
beyond all question that the ablest 
and, bést equipped men which this 
nation has available should be em- 
ployed on our problems. Such per- 
sonnel. as contemplated for the in- 
stitute Will make the difference be 
tween genuine solutions and ill-ad- 
vised experiments. The industry 
cannot afford mediocre men in the 
institute. To anticipate the delib- 
erate judgment of such men _is out 
of place here, but. it seems desir- 
able to suggest how the institute 
might act in relation to specifi> 
questions. 

The future prosperity of every 
banker,’ newspaper, business .man 
and private citizen of the south re- 
quires that the best possible use be 
made of a practical central “uni- 
versity” or agency to investigate 
and demonstrate commercial meth. 
ods for the more intelligent utiliza- 
tion of these lands, so obviously 
rich in promise of profit that it 
needs no particular outline here. 
Of those most immediately con- 
cerned, the land cwners, not one 
has failed to recognize its value in 
relation to his own individual wei- 
fare when he learned of it. 

Uniform legislation aimed at firs 
prevention, equitable taxation of 
lands devoted to timber culture, 
and Other governmental efforts de- 
mand skilled organization to be ob- 
tained. Proper action by govern- 
mental bodies cannot be expected 
without reasonable certitude that 
such action is well aimed in ac- 
cordance with private efforts ts 
achieve the ends desired... Govera- 
ments depend up6n taxes and 
therefore upon taxable values, and 
can be induced to conserve, build 
and create taxable assets so far as 
lie in their power. Expédient ref- 
erence of taxes to a future time 
when the lands and their products 
can bear them, and practical legis- 
lation to prevent destruction of as- 
sets which will become taxable, has 
solid force when not sought 4s 
mere escape of normal obligations. 
To know what governmental effort 
is best, to coordinate it with pri- 
vate activities, and, indeed, to ob- 
tain it all, needs a type of organi- 
zation which the institute best pro- 
vides. 

The institute has great possibili- 
ties ahead of it, and it deserves the 
hearty support and cooperation of 
everyone.

Hero or Coward?

Commencement season comes with 
a perennial interest. .It is a human 
interest. Young lifé has been pre- 


paring for the duties and responsi- 
bilities, the opportunities and adven- 
tures of life. Now they stand sur- 
rounded by love and pride of parents, 
kinfolks and friends; for the moment, 
the center of the stage. There is a 
keen interest in looking into the faces 
of these young people. It has all the 
interest of speculation. In a sense, 
one tries to “pick the-winners.” Yet, 
in the truest sense, there is a “win- 
ner.” anda “loser.” in each person- 
ality. Or, to put it in another way, 
there is a coward and a hero in éach. 


The coward is born out of one’s 
self-consciousness, and grows as that 
self is: nurtured and appealed to. He 


is the one to be fed, to be comforted, 
-to be ministered noto. Other people 
are as they are tochim. They are cus- 
tomers or clients, frienfs or enemies. 
He views all other people, institutions 
and questions from the standpoint of 
his own interest. He is the premise 
of all of his reasoning, the foundation 
of all of his faith. How will another 
person or movement or idea affect 
the safety of my interest, my success, 
or my salvation? 


The Duel. 
It is this intense consciousness of 
the possible loss to self, or of self, 


which «makes one timid and fearful. 
He cannot act or think freely or lib- 
erally because he is hampered ani 
handicapped by what effect certain 
lines of thought or action may have 
upon his interests. He catinot throw 
himself with abandon into the for- 
tunes of any cause, or the accomplish- 
ment of any purpose—he cannot give 
himself wholeheartedly to the search 
for any truth or surrender himself to 
the pursuit of any principle—because 
of the ever-present question: what 
may I lose, or how will I be hurt? 


Standing opposite in unreletiting en- 
mity and contradiction, in the same 


pusenemty, is the hero. He would 
ook out upon the world with a keen 
interest in things and persons, for, 
themselves. He can feel the hunger 
of others, the pains of others, the am- 
bitions of others, without reference to 
his own appetites or ambitions. Thus, 
his mind, freed from the question of 
the effect of mental conclusions upon 
his own interests, follows more swiftly 
and unerringly the pathway of reason, 
in the pursuit of truth. Any question 
or cause which comes before the bar 
of his judgment receives a more im- 
partial hearing, because uninterrupted 
by the appeels and clamor of his own 
ambitions.

Twe Types of Religion.

It thinks of God in terms of His re- 
lation to self. It is a religion of pun- 
ishments and rewards, of debits and 
credits. The ruling motive is fear. 
Its appeal is always to what may hap- 
pen to this self, either now or in 
eternity. It is ever examining the 
terms of the religious contract and 
seeking for assurance. This -cow- 
ardly religion can never wholly and 

! It is afraid. 
to think for fear that it might think 
wrong. It is afraid to act, for 
fear that it may be out of conform- 
ity with its religious authority 
and thus offend God. Such a life, said 
Jesus, is a total loss. He who tries 
to save himself loses all of that rich 
and full development of the personali- 
ty which can never come into play in 
the pursuit of selfish interests, wheth- 
er temporal or eternal. 

The religion of Jesus Christ is 
essentially an appeal to the hero. It 
is the religion which takes the self- 
seed and throws it into the soil of 
human néed, knowing that only in 
its death will it spring forth into a 
multiplied harvest of resurrection 
service. The church has spent a great 
deal of time preaching a “plan of 
salvation”’—a way to take care of, 
and preserve, one’s own selfish per+ 
sonality. In this sense Jesus never 
did preach any “plan of salvation.” 
He started out on a great adventure 
of love. The one yearning desire of 
His heart was. the highest welfare of 
all men.

Frontiers Strategic Points. 

The frontiers of France and Bel- 
gium, then, the geographical frontiers, 
have become the strategic frontiers 
of Britain. But it follows then that 
Britain is not merely interested in 
the maintenance of these frontiers, 
that is, in French security ; one is 
also interested in French policy. For, 
no matter whether I'rench policy be 
pacific or provocative, British securi- 
ty will be equally menaced if France 
gets into war with Germany. No 
matter whether Germany or France 
is the aggressor in the first instance, 
britain cannot permit a_ victorious 
(germany to reach the channel. 
Germany cannot defeat France in war 
without becoming master of the chan- 
nel ports, just as she cannot success- 
fully invade France, save through 
Beigiun. 

‘Thus the British are rather awk- 
wardly placed. They are, after all, 
in danger of becoming victims of 
French policy, if that policy should 
be aggressive; in a sense, they are 
committed to support SM rance, righi 
or wrong. ‘Thus patently it becomes 
a matter of the first importance for 
the British te exercise sufficient in- 
fluence upon French policy to preven: 
war. And, in reatity, it becomes the 


mission of Britain to keep the peace! 


between France and Germany. 

Now the simple way, the way fa- 
vored by the French and by certain 
Knglishmen, would be to give France 
and Belgium a straight British gusr- 
antee. Germany would then be on 
notice that an a’tack upon 
would mean a v< with Great Brit- 
ain. But this »..vuld, in so bald a 
form, constitute an alliance with 
Hrance and against Germany, which 
is precisely the thing that the British 
wish to avoid. In 1914 they were 
bound to tight on the side of France, 
if Germany attacked France, but’ 
they refused up to the last minute to 
accept a legal obligation to do what 
was a*self-evident necessity. 

Today the British believe that a 
straight-out @ guarantee to France 


would be a provocation to Germany. 


And they do not desire to challenze 


Germany or provoke her. It is not 
because of any sentimental feeling fcr 
France that Britain must stand with 
her against Germany in case of war; 
it is for the most material of «'! rea- 
son’, that of self-defense. What the 
British desire to do there is to guar- 
antee, not France against Germany but 
a state of fact in the west of Burope 
which is essential to their own se- 
curity. What they desire to escape is 
the creation in_ the German mind of 
the belief that Britain will fight Ger- 
— for French reasons or sympa- 

Hs. 
antee hangs fire. 

Anxious for Concession. 

In reality, what the British are 
after is to get a state of facts which 
Germany will accept, or, to put it 
more exactly, they are anxious to get 
Germany to concede as permanent 
that state of facts which the British 
regard as necessary, namely, the sta- 
tis quo-as it affects France, Bel- 
gium and Holland on the one hand, 
and Germany on the other. If Ger-

The account begins with the meet- 
ing in Paris of the not yet very wide- 
ly known English novelist and the 
French lady who later became Mrs. 
Bennett. She seems at this first en- 
counter to have been as much im- 
pressed with the empire drawing 
room furniture ag with her host—the 
charm of the latter being neutralized 


- by an intolerably colorless voice. Hav- 


ing read nothing of his writing she 
could not at this stage discuss his 
work with the author; but ignorance 
was not long permitted to serve as 
an excuse, for with the assurance that 
it was a good book and that she 
would like it Mr. Bennett at once 
produced a copy of “Leonora.’’ 
Awkward Sentences. 
Difficulty witha refractory foreign 
language is probably responsible for 
ihe awkward sentence structure in 
Mrs. Bennett's book, as it is for the 
interpolated French word or phrase 
with which she reinforces an inade- 
uate English vocabulary. But for 
Rafchancen of manner she compen- 
sates with such entertaining matter as 
Arnold Bennett’s first success, his 
travels and his friends. Her bio- 
graphical sketch is that near view of 
greatness that focusses itself upon 
the subject’s hobbies and foibles, his 
meticulously caréd for finger nails 
and his predilection for patent medi- 
cines. a . 
The beginning of Mr. Bennett's lit- 
erary career as sub-editor of a wom- 
ana’s magazine influenced -his devel- 
opment into his wife's “infallible’’_ if 
somewhat overpowering husband. He 
was, apparently, that good divine who 
follows his own instruction—who hav- 
ing carefully directed the public in 
matters of house furnishing, cooker 


‘and the proper selection of apparel, 
* serupulously pursued his self-charted 


‘course. He could not, it is related, 
endure that a chair, once satisfactorily 
placed, be moved an inch from the 
spot, so much do surroundings mean 
to the exacting type that Mrs| Ben- 
nett describes as the bourgeois artist. 
By such degrees does he arrive at 
real peace of mind and tranquillity, 
in which to pursue his arduous work. 

The days of the author of “How 
to live on twenty-four hours a day” 
are planned according to a schedule 
from which be. never departs. Nor 
is the title of “The Human Machine” 
a mere figure of speech, since he re- 
gards himself as a book producing 
mechanism which will operate satis- 
factorily if well tended and wear it- 
self out prematurely if neglected. To 
accomplish the first condition he has 
laid down some very definite Jaws— 
the most important of which is the 
regular appearance. of a_ self-made, 
early morning cup of tea. Mrs. Ben- 
nett does not say what would: happen 
if by inadvertence the antique tea- 
caddy in his bedroom should be found 
empty—perhaps in so well-ordered a 
household she could not imagine such 


a contingency—but it would certain! 
throw inte confusion the eon ror 
sg ed reading in ire ha ree 
y newspaper perupe at 
breakfast table and the post prandial 
cigarette. If Arnold Bennett is, as 
his wife says, a philosopher, she her- 
self is apparently not without some 
of the essential qualifications, for she 
is, convinced that an artist is a law 
unto himself and is not to be censured 
for being self-centered and egoti 4 
He may be all this, and a bit of a 
tyrant in addition—but she remem- 


bers that he is also a slave—to his | 


work. 

Arnold Bennett has tried many hob- 
bies and found them good. At the 
time of his marriage the hobby of 
the day was piano-playing, nor did he 
ive up the regular hours of practice 
uring his honey-moon. Having be- 
gun married life operating on schedule 
there could be no disappointment. 
awaiting the couple at the end of a 
few exciting weeks. Calligraphy fol- 
lowed as a second hobby, done so 
well that monks whose lives had been 
canpored in such work, accomplished 
it less skillfully at the end than he 
at the beginning. The manuscript of 
“The Old Wives’ Tale’’ was ten 
in printed letters from beginning to 
end, an incredible feat when one con- 
siders the Jength of the book. A pas- 
sion for®drawing and painting in 
water color succeeded calligraphy and, 
with the financial success which 
brought the means to indulge it, the 
outdoor @obby of yachting. Nor muggy 
his interest in the theater be for 
ten since one of his earliest ambi- 
tions, now triumphantly realized, was 
to see a play of his own produced at 
the, Haymarket. 

Trivial Details. 

It would be ungracious to cavil at 
the triviality of some of the details 
given, when they serve the purpose 
of showing an Arnold Bennett that 
few of his readers may have imagined. 
To know that he renews his ward- 
robe twice a year, that blue is. the 
color he most effects, that he tries 
all the medicines recommended by his 
friends and the latest is invariably the 
best, these make the substance of a 

erson different from any preformed 
idea of the novelist. Yet one won- 
ders if the modesty, which those not 
intimately acquainted with Mr. Ben- 
nett might overlook, and the shyness 
of which his wife speaks, might not 
be a little troubled by the naivete. 

Incidently Mr. Bennett gives a tiny 
glimpse of the author’s wife. a pic- 
ture of the genus femina which might 
serve — adequately as the descrip- 
tion of any artist’s wife, who spends 
her time keeping the house quiet so 
that the master of it may work un- 
disturbed, excusing his mpeereat neg- 
lect in the absorbing application such 
labors demand, being philosophical, 
helpful and admiring by turns. But 
there is an individuality in Mrs. Ben- 
nett of which she permits an occa- 
sional picture. In the loneliness 
which is the penalty of being an an- 
thor’s wife she returned to her early 
love of poetry and dramatic art— 
finally being able to give it. expres- 
sion in reciting to the soldiers poems 
of her favorite Baudelaire. A photo- 
graph shows Mrs. Bennet interpre- 
tating Verlaine. : 

Concerning Arnold Bennett’s influ- 
ence on literature his wife does not 
speak. That he is able to “improve’ 
people, teaching clergymen how to 
deliver sermo dreamers to concen- 
trate, and husbands to live happily 
with their wives, she is confident. 
Which is the proper attitude for a 
man who, having achieved all his own 
ambitions, can now turn bis atten- 
tion to others.

New York, June 6.—Skinniag the 
cat on the railing of a fire escape or 
performing other athletic stunts from 
equally perilous perches is not evi- 


dence of naughtiness on the part of 


the much younger generation, but 


merely one of the most important of 
the child’s developmental activities, 
according to Professor Clark W. 
Hetherington, head of the department 
of physical education of New York 
university. 

“When a child attempts stunfs, 
some of them dangerous,” Hethering- 
ton said, “he is testing his ability to 
accomplish something difficult. Ev- 
ery time he turns a successful cart- 
wheel, or stands on his head or skins 
the cat, he is testing himself and his 
personality expands.” 

In the modern adult civilization of 
the city, no consideration for such de- 
velopment has been made and the 
modern child’s impulses have been se- 
riously cramped, according to Heth- 
erington, who has appealed for more 
playgrounds in American cities, that 
children may develop themselves nat- 
urally, as they did when it was pos- 
sible through the medium of the back- 
yard or haymow.

ELL me, Monsieur Clarke,’’

his hobby, like that of many men of 
his sort and age, was horticuljure and 
gardening. He prided himself on his 


etables 
season, apd being robust, if 
perhaps a little too full blooded, he 
did most of the cultivation with his 


The villa was well disposed for 
the pursuit of this admirable occupa- 
tion. It comprised three hectares 
(acres 7.41) enclosed by a high wail. 
The jardin potager, or truck garden 
in the rear of the property included 
about a third of this space. At the 
far end of it there was a small stone 
building about ten feet square with 
a peaked roof of moss covered tiles 
and a cement floor. it had a door 
in front.and a sifgle window two feet 
by a foot and a half in the rear, and 
some four feet from the floor on the 
inside. This hut, or cabane, as it 
was calted, stood”’out' some twenty 
feet from the wall at the far end of 
the garden, and directly behind it the 
wall was pierced by a:door that was 
kept locked. The last time the door 

“had been opened about a month 
earlier, when a cartload of manure 
had been drawn up to it and the con- 
tents thrown in a heap against the 
rear wall of the cabane. 

At about the same time M. Vibart 
had caused the window formerly pro- 
tected from the weather merely by 
the projecting eaves to be fitted with 
iron bars for the safeguarding of the 
cabane’s contents. He had recently 
bought fifty more cloches, which 
since. the war cost four and a half 
francs apiece. , 

The cloches are the bell-shaped 
bottle glass covers used by French 
gardeners to put over individual 
plants when yourg and tender for 
their protection against frost and 
freezing rain and to intensify the 
feeble rays of early spring sunshine. 
1 do not know of any word for them 
in English, but ‘‘bell glasses’ would 
be descriptive. It is a. matter of ex- 
perience on the part of the gardener 
as to when they should be-used, and 
when removed or tilted upward on 
one side with a brick or stone shoved 
underneath, just as in England er 
America the gardener raises the top 
of his hotbed. But for France the 
cloches are preferable, being more 
resistant to the heavy hail that often 
falls. : , 


HIS cabane was used for the 
storing of thése cloches when 
not in use,. and also for. the more 
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fragile glass covers resembling big 
lamp chimneys with a closed upper 
end that are placed over single stalks 
of asparagus in the same fashion. 
There were also in the cabané a good 
many empty flower pots, mostly 
small ones. The cloches were stack- 
ed against the back wall, just be- 
neath the window. 

Owing to the breakable character 
of these contents, M. Vibart, a me- 
thodical and particular old gentleman, 
had instructed his gardener never to 
place any heavy garden tools in the - 
cabane. There was a special room 
for housing these in what had been 
the stable, now the Barage, where 
were kept spades and shovels and 
pioches—the French combination of 
hoe and pickax—wheelbarrow, sic- 
kles, prunimg and trimming shears, 
and the like. The cabane was -re- 
served solely for the fragile articles 
that a. long-handled tool might fall 
upon and , 

M. Vibart’s household consisted of 
his granddaughter, Renee Vibart, and, 
of servants, a gardener-chauffeur, the 
wife of this man who was cuisiniere, 
and a young girl femme-de-chambre. 
Renee’s father, a commandant of 
fantassins, had been killed at the first 
battle of the Marne. 

A young man named Andre Vibart, 
son of M. Vibart’s brother, deceased, 
was and had been for the last two 
years a frequent Sunday visitor to the 
villa. Before thé war Andre had been 
a bad jot, a mauvais sujet, but never 
to any crimindl degree.

‘M. Vibart had ferbidden him the 


house, thoroughly disliked and disap- 
proved him, though sometimes help- 
ing him out of some. scrape, paid 
debts or fines for autonitdbile arrests.

Barnabas was a great preacher, 4 
real orator, but Luke does not men- 
t«n his eloquence here; he says what 
is more important, namely, that 
Rarnabas ‘“‘was a good man, and fuil 
of the Holy Ghost and of faith.” It 
was not so much the manner of 
speech as the man behind the words. 

Those who are studying public 
speaking may well consider the effec- 
tiveness of Barnabas in calling sin- 


ners to repentance. His faith was 
genuine; he had given evidence of 
this when he sold what he had and 
laid the money at the feet of the 
apostles. His whole heart was in the 
work. He did not apoligize for 
Christianity, he preached it as a 
reality.

¢® others were brought by the

proportion as he is full of the Holy 
Ghost and of faith, His words. will 
compel attention and coerce his hear- 
ers into the confession of their sin. 


When a minister finds his hearers 
listless and indifferent to the message 
that he delivers, he should inquire the 
cause, He would generally find the 
cause in himself; it is unfair to blame 
it on the cause of Christ, for His 
cause, when presented by men ‘‘iuill 
of the Holy Ghost and of faith,” is 
still “the power of God unto salva- 
tion.” 

Our text gives us another very im- 
portant fact in the career of Barna- 
bas—he went forth to Tarsus to seek 
for Paul. This, in itself, is proof that 
Barnabas was not a worshipper of 
himself. : 

He knew Paul—had possibly 
known him from youth. He had al- 
ready interceded in Paul’s behalf 
when the brethren were suspicious 
of the new convert because of his 
former prominence as a persecutor of 
the Christians. Barnabas must have 
known that Paul would overshadow 
him. He could not be unconscious 
intellectual superiority; 
neither could he have underestimated 
the advantage that Paul had ‘in his 
miraculous conversation. 

Barnabas showed a Christian spirit 
and a holy zeal when he sought out 
this superb leader and accepted a sub- 
ordinate place under him. 

To Paul and Barnabas must be 
given the credit of so _ impressing 
Christ upon their hearers that they 
earned the name “Christian’’-—*“‘the

The same event is doubly 
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which alone the traditional view can 
be maintained is too high. Were the 
difficulties which beset it isolated or 
occasional, the case it is true would be 
different; it could then for instance be 
reasonably argued that a fuller knowl- 
edge of the times might afford the 
clue that would solve them. But the 
phenomena which the traditional view 
fails to explain are too numerous for 
such a solution to be admissible; they 
recur so Systematically that some 
cause or causes, for which that view 
makes no allowance must be postulat- 
ed to account for them. 

The hypothesis of glosses and mar- 
ginal additions is an unsatisfactory ex- 
planation. The fundamental distinc- 
tions upon which the main conelu- 
sions of critics depend remain. un- 
touched. It may not be superfluous to 
remark that the assertion now not 
unfrequently made, that the primary 
basis of Pentateuch criticism is the as- 
sumtion that Moses was unacquainted 
with the art of writing, and that this 
has been completely overthrown by 
the Tel-el-Amarna tablets rests upon a 
certain misapprehension of the facts. 
This is not the premise upon which 
the criticism of the Pentateuch de- 
pends; the antiquity of writing was 
known long before the Tel-el-Amarna 
tablets were discovered and these tab- 
lets have no bearing on the question 
either of the composite structure of 
the Pentateuch, or of the date of the 
documents of which it is composed. 

According to Professor C. A. 
Briggs, “‘The Critical analysis of the 
Hextateuch is the result of more than 
a century of the study of the cocu- 


ments, by the greatest critics of the 
age. This analysis into ~several  dis- 
tinct original documents is a purely 
literary question in which no article 
of faith is involved. There are no 
tiebrew professors on the continent of 
Europe so far as I know, who would 
deny the composite structure of much 
of the Old Testament. 


A very considerable number of the 
Hebrew professors in America are in 
accord with them. 

There are indeed a few professional 
scholars who hold to the traditional 
opinion, but they are in a hopeless 
minority, | doubt whether there is any 
question of scholarship whatever in 
which there is greater agreement 
among scholars than’ in this question 
of the literary analysis of the Hexa- 
teuch.”’ 

It is difficult to believe that this 
conclusion of a sane and reverent. 
scholarship should contain any peril 
to the faith. The greater peril belongs 
to a rigid traditionalism that will not 
be open-eyed to the facts. God is a 
God of truth. The indignant protest 
of Job is pertinent to many church- 
men today, ‘‘Will ye be God’s par- 
tisans? ”’ 

A devout student of the 
writes: 

‘The worst treatment is to take up 
any question of the Bible in a partisan 
spirit, or to view its fate with any 
fear. The Bible will be there after 
all discussion favorable and unfavor- 
able. Investigation must be permitied 
to do its particular work in the ways 
which it finds available.

HE late John A, Betjeman, for- 
merly of Albany, subsequently 
of Columbus, and in the closing years 
of his life a resident of Washington, 
was the “ambassador” at the national 


capital from Columbus when. that 
Georgia city was trying to keep the 
breath of life in Fort Benning. The 
infantry school of the army, at Ben- 
ning, was being established in the 
closing days of the world war. It had 
Several narrow escapes, in fact more 
than once it was decided to abolish 
the school and junk the fort, despite 
the fact that the government had 
bought and paid for 98,000 acres of 
land at that point. 


But the army wanted the infantry 
school retained, General Pershing be- 


ing one of the most ardent advocates 
of the. retention and development of 
such an institution; certain congress- 
men and senators heartily favored it; 
and the people of Columbus were en- 
tirely willing that the infantry school 
Should continue in existence——not 
only that, but in the same location. 

Mr. Betjeman represented the 
Columbus chamber of commerce, the 
people of Columbus, and also, as he 
himself admitted, the American peo- 
ple generally, in the fight to savg 
Benning. There was never a longer 
or a more thrilling encounter along 
the diplomatic battling line at Wash- 
ington than this; and in the end the 
cause of military education triumph- 
ed, the infantry school not only being 
spared, but encouraged and develop- 
ed by a republican administration 
broad enough to view it in its true 
aspect as a national and much need- 
ed institution. President Harding 
visited it in person and gave it his 
blessing. Today it is regarded as 
permanent as West Point. Ultimate- 
ly it will be much bigger than West 
Point. 


In the thick of the fight to save 


Benning many humorous things oc- 
curred. Committee after committee 
of Columbus business men went to 
Washington. Their activities were 
directed by Mr. Betjeman, and each 
night they would make faithful re- 
port to the “‘ambassador,’’ at which 
time the campaign for the next day 
would be ouilined. 

One night a committee consisting 
of Henry Struppa, Frank Lumpkin, 
Homer McClatchey, Al Kunze and 
other Columbus business men were 
in consultation with Mr. Betjeman 
and he was giving them instructions.

It is important that our govern- 
ment shall keep this in mind in send- 
ing officials abroad, especially to ori- 
ental countries. The United States be- 


ing considered a Christian natign, for- 
eigners have a right to expect that 
our officials will represent the ideals 


for which Christianity Stands; it is our 
government’s fault if any American 


official brings reproach _— the 
Christian religion by conduct un- 
worthy of the teachings of the 


chutch, 

The Aer apig verses of the les- 
son deal with a famine and the way 
the early Christians met it. “The dis- 
ciples, every man according to. his 
ability, determined to send relief unto 
the brethren that dweit in Judaea.” 
Two very important facts, are stated 
——first, that ‘‘the disciples determined 
to send relief,’’ and, second, that each 
contributed ‘‘according to his ability.”’

The 
widow who gave two mites has: re- 
ceived praise for nineteen hundred 
years, not because of the small 
amount given, but because ‘‘off her 
penury;” she gave all she had. If her 
rich neighbors had attempted: to es- 
cape with two mites, the comment on 
their conduct would have been quite 
different. 

Money ts a splendid servant; con- 
secrated possession are of inestimable 
value and nevér more needed than 
now. But giving cannot be what it 
should be until Christians first give 
themselves as the Macedonians did.
